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Trial continues in 
Bradley Hubbard murder

As he entered the lobby of the glow- 
in-the-darlc indoor golf course in 
Barrie, Bradley Hubbard casually 
stood next to the teen who would 
cause his death just 20 minutes later, a 
video revealed in court on Tuesday. 

The teen, Matthew Spring, of Innis¬ 
fil, was just 18 when he got into an 
altercation with 43-year-old Hubbard, 
who was stabbed in the neck with the 
shaft of a broken putter at the Putting 
Edge in south-end Barrie on Aug. 13, 

2011. 

The Crown contends it was second- 
degree murder, but his lawyer Angela 
McLeod insists it was a case of self 
defense. On the video, the big, burly 
Hubbard, who weighed more than 300 
pounds, is seen with his common-law 
wife and two children, wearing his 
Vagabonds motorcycle club hat and T- 
shirt. 

Approximately 20 minutes later, 

Hubbard returns to the lobby, shirtless, 
skull tattoos on his arms, holding his 
neck as he leans against the counter 
asking staff to call 911. Bradley Hubbard died at the Putting Edge in south-end Barrie on Aug. 13,2011. 

Matthew Spring, of Innisfil, is charged with second-degree murder in connection 
SEE PAGE 5 with Hubbard’s death. The trial is continuing.

Dan Davidson has enjoyed his vaca¬ 
tions in Colombia - the beautiful 
scenery, the friendly people. But over 
the years he's gone beyond tourism, and 
become a passionate supporter of the 
Fundacion Eudes. 

Fundacion Eudes was founded in 
1988 to provide care, shelter, and physi¬ 
cal, emotional and spiritual support to 
Colombia's men, women and children 
infected with HIV/AIDS. 

In recent years, Davidson has taken 
on responsibility for the Fundacion 
Eudes' children's homes - most of them 
filled with street children, abandoned 
by their parents or orphaned by AIDS. 

Davidson identifies many of the chil¬ 
dren as born to sex trade workers, many 
of them little more than children them¬ 
selves, who are part of an international 
"Sex Tourism" trade operating in the big 
cities of Colombia. "Quite often the 
mother's dead, we don't know who the 
father is," and the babies are born HIV 
positive. 

"If we can find them fast enough, we 
can treat them," he says, but notes that 
the "cocktail" of drugs that is used to 
treat North Americans is generally not 
available in Colombia, due to cost - and 


more often HIV-positive children are 
abandoned, left to live in the streets. 

Fundacion Eudes provides those with 
HIV/AIDS shelter, medical treatment, 
education and dignity - and Davidson is 
a big supporter of the foundation's 
efforts. Over the past 3 years, he has 
held a fundraising Gala at his restaurant 
in Innisfil, Davidson's Country Dining, 
that has raised over $26,000. 

On Sept. 13, the 2014 Eudes Founda¬ 
tion Charity Gala filled the restaurant 
with supporters, there to enjoy the 
Colombian-inspired cuisine of braised 
beef, smothered potatoes, Arroz con 
Polio, and Deep fried Red Snapper, bid 
on the Silent Auction of donated items, 
and enjoy the entertainment provided 
by female impersonators, Jodie James 
and Robin Loren, billed as "Great 
Imposters." 

Jodie James has won 12 National titles

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Are there too 
many police 
officers? 

P olicing levels and their cost are a two-headed sword. 
With our crime rate decreasing, do we need as many 
police officers? 

Or is our number of police officers directly related to a 
declining crime rate? 

The Fraser Institute, a Canadian public policy think tank, 
recently tackled this issue - but not necessarily to resolu¬ 
tion. Police and Crime Rates in Canada analyzes policing 
levels, local crime rates and other socio-economic factors 
using Statistics Canada data during a 10-year period to cal¬ 
culate the optimal number of police officers in metropolitan 
areas. 

The actual number of police officers is compared to the 
optimal number in each metropolitan area, says the Fraser 
Institute. It determines the most overstaffed police forces, 
and the most understaffed. 

Barrie falls on neither list, which says something; 
StatsCan's crime severity index reports cities with the lowest 
crime rates and are therefore the safest places to live, and in 
2013, Barrie was number one. 

This city - which is grouped with Innisfil and Springwater 
by StatsCan - hires no new officers in its 2014 police budget, 
just as it didn't last year, leaving Barrie's force at 241 officers 
and 101 civilians. 

This year's city police budget is almost $46.4 million, a 
2.7% increase. After years of near-double-digit increases in 
the police budget, the current council instructed the police 
board that this was not sustainable. The message was heard 
and policing costs were brought in line. 

But Barrie isn't representative of all municipalities, espe¬ 
cially the smaller ones. And particularly ones which rely on 
Ontario Provincial Police. Local council have little control of 
their costs. Policing is, of course, an essential service. What's 
more important than public safety? 

The problem, however, is if policing costs rise faster than 
the rate at which property taxes can or are being increased, 
it leaves less money for other services - roads, recreation, 
snow plowing, water/sewer, libraries, fire protection, etc. 

The question is where's the balance? How many police 
officers per resident does a municipality require to be safe? 

It's not that simple. Policing Barrie is different than polic¬ 
ing Innisfil, is different than policing Toronto, is different 
than policing Orillia. 

Each municipality has to make its own decision, on how 
much it spends on police officers to make the community 
safe. 

But when you need a cop, you want one there.

Canada must lead by example 


On Sept. 21, 2014, hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of people around the world held 
rallies and marches demanding actions, 
not words, on the climate crisis. 

I was in New York for the largest cli¬ 
mate march in history and was happy to 
read that activists in Ramara Township 
and Barrie marched in solidarity. 

Humans must cut our carbon emis¬ 
sions - but how? 

Our biggest trading partner, America, 
never signed the Kyoto Protocol and this 
is probably one of the key reasons why 
the federal government withdrew 
Canada from the Protocol. 

The main economic tool for mitigat¬ 
ing global greenhouse gas emissions in 
the Kyoto Protocol was the carbon pric¬ 
ing mechanism cap and trade with offset 
- a market-based carbon pricing mecha¬ 
nism repeatedly rejected by the Ameri¬ 
can people and the United States Con¬ 
gress. 

Canada can lead by example; we 
don't need to use cap and trade with off¬ 
sets. There is a simpler approach: imple¬ 
menting a steadily-rising fee on carbon- 
based fuels that returns the revenue to 
households. 

By including border tariffs on goods 
from nations that lack an equivalent 
price on carbon, we provide a strong 
economic incentive for other nations to 
follow that lead -including our biggest 
trading partner, the United States.

As well, clauses in the North Ameri¬ 
can Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) pro¬ 
vide for the highest environmental pro¬ 
tection. As well, under NAFTA Article 
604: Export Taxes, 'parties are allowed to 
maintain duties, taxes or other charge on 
the export of any energy or basic petro¬ 
chemical good to the territory of another 
Party if the duty, tax or other charge 
applies to the exports of any such good 
to the territory of all other Parties and 
any such good when destined for 
domestic consumption.' 

In fuly 2014, the International Mone¬ 
tary Fund (IMF), released a report call¬ 
ing on Canada to raise carbon taxes and 
cut income taxes. 

The IMF study determined that a 
carbon tax internalizing the real cost of 
fossil fuels (pricing-in pollution, etc.) 
will increase Canada's gross domestic 
product by 1.4%, reduce carbon emis¬ 
sions by 15% and diminish deaths from 
air pollution by 25%. 


Canada has a domestic success story 
with regards to carbon taxes too. 

A Canadian study using Statistics 
Canada data found that after five years 
British Columbia's carbon tax has been 
successful in reducing greenhouse gas 
emissions, growing the B.C. economy 
and reducing personal income tax for 
British Columbians. In America, a recent 
study from the highly-respected 
Regional Economic Models, Inc. (REMI) 
examined the impact - both environ¬ 
mentally and economically - of a fee on 
the carbon dioxide content of fossil fuels, 
beginning at $10 per ton of C02 and 
increasing by $10 a ton each year. 

Revenue from the fee was divided 
equally and returned to households as 
monthly payments. 

Findings from the REMI study should 
elate both environmentalists and econo¬ 
mists. 

After 20 years, C02 emissions would 
drop 50% below 1990 levels in the USA. 

In the runup to the Paris agreement 
next year, Canada can re-establish its cli¬ 
mate leadership by enacting carbon fee- 
and-dividend legislation - which is a 
policy that will beneficial to our neigh¬ 
bours to the south as well.

Innisfil Estates is more than an executive 
lot subdivision in the heart of the village of 
Stroud, in Innisfil. 

It's also the culmination of a dream and 
years of hard work by developer Lou Kelly, 
and builder Wayne Ezekiel of A.N.T. Con¬ 
struction. 

The partners have shepherded the subdivi¬ 
sion through a number of 'redline revisions': 
increasing the number of lots in Phase I from 
30 to 38, ranging in size from a half-acre to 
two acres, and offering bungalows, raised 
bungalows, and two-storey/bungaloft homes, 
ranging in size from just over 2,000 to 3,600 
square feet.

Through it all, Kelly and Ezekiel have 
remained true to their vision: to create a 
unique enclave of upscale, custom-built 
executive homes, with an emphasis on qual¬ 
ity. 

On Saturday, Sept. 13, Innisfil Estates offi¬ 
cially opened its model home, The Summer- 
lyn, a 2502 square-foot four bedroom bunga¬ 
low. Like all of the models, The Summerlyn 
offers "all stone, all stucco and three-car 
garages," says Kelly, plus features that include 
quartz countertops, oak or maple hardwood 
floors, walk-in closets, ensuites, and an exten¬ 
sive choice of interior finishes. 

"There's some flexibility in the choices and 
selections, and even the floor plans," Ezekiel 
notes, with a huge basement area that could 
be transformed into anything from an enter¬ 
tainment centre, to an in-law suite.

“He was weaving and 
shaking ... he was holding his 
neck and I could see blood 
spurting through his fingers," 
floor manager Bradley Hiltz 
testified. “He said, Tm dying, 
I need an ambulance'." 

Within a couple of min¬ 
utes, Hubbard collapsed and 
died. 

His jugular vein and 
carotid artery were cut with 
the broken shaft of the putter, 
court heard. 

Another staff member, 
Nicole Canning, testified she 
recalled Spring and two 
other teens entering the 
lobby earlier, and were 
“giddy and flirtatious." 

Another witness testified 
the teens were “loud and 


obnoxious" as they played 
golf. 

Later, as Hubbard sat on a 
chair holding his neck, the 
witness said the three teens 
left. “I saw them casually 
leaving the building and say, 
That guy is f***king crazy."' 

She said the teens 
appeared “scared and upset," 
as they left. 

Earlier in the trial court 
heard the three teens got into 
an altercation and Hubbard 
grabbed Spring's brother by 
the neck and held him 
against the wall. 

Witnesses say they did not 
have a clear view of the alter¬ 
cation in the darkened, noisy 
golf course that was lit only 
with glowing black lights.

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Buying a Business as a 
Going Concern 

If you have been thinking about buying a business that 
is up for sale, your interest may be better served if you 
buy the business as a GOING CONCERN. This term is 
used where the purchaser is buying the entire business, 
which includes all assets and liabilities of the seller; 
essentially, all the things that are necessary for the 
business to continue operation. This also includes the 
transfer of employees, customers and other beneficial 
business arrangements. 

Too often people enter into the sale or purchase of 
a business without fully understanding the legal 
consequences of the transaction. It is important to note 
that the purchase of a business as a going concern is 
not just money changing hands. Essentially, you are 
stepping into the shoes of the seller, and taking over the 
business AS/IS. For example, employee contracts might 
transfer automatically including due vacation times etc. 

What are vou Buying? 

That is the first question you should ask yourself. 
You must absolutely do your market research and 
investigation in order to gain as much information as 
to the sustainability of the business and suitability for 
you. Do you have any experience in this particular area 
of business? How will you learn the operational aspects 
of the business? Do you have time to dedicate to the 
operation of the business? Will you be physically there 
or will you hire a manager? 

Full Disclosure 

Before making any decisions you should request FULL 
disclosure from the seller. This means a chance to have 
your accountant examine the books for as far back as 
possible. It also means having your lawyer review all 
the contracts and legal obligations currently affecting 
the business. Remember, you might be taking on the 
seller’s liabilities as well, so it is essential that you are 
aware of all aspects of the business before making your 
decision to purchase. This should lead you to discover 
any hidden risks or liabilities you might not have been 
aware of before. 

Warranty 

Getting a warranty from the seller is also essential 
for protecting your investment after the purchase 
has been completed. Although a warranty does not 
substitute proper due diligence on your part, it will at 
least give you some peace of mind knowing that you 
may have recourse in the event you find there was any 
misrepresentation of the seller’s part. 

Confidentiality Agreement 

Since you will be requesting full disclosure from 
the seller before even deciding whether to buy the 
business, the seller will undoubtedly ask that you sign 
a confidentiality or non-disclosure agreement. This will 
at least give the seller reassurance that his sensitive 
commercial information (pricing, customer listing, trade 
secrets) will still be protected in the event that the sale 
does not go through. 

In essence, it is ideal to get legal and accounting advice 
at the outset, even before beginning negotiations. Your 
lawyer and accountant will be able to discuss the real 
implications of taking on the business with you, and 
advice you of the best way to proceed, if at all.

The 'No' side carried the vote, 55% to 45% - 
with an unprecedented voter turnout that 
exceeded 85%. The vote was swayed by conces¬ 
sions promised by England - and led to the resig¬ 
nation of Alex Salmond as Scottish First Minister 
and leader of the Scottish National Party.

Fry onions, garlic till slightly 
golden, add ground soy, cook for 
less than one minute, add crushed 
tomatoes and remaining ingredi¬ 
ents.

Approx 2 tbsp Nutritional Yeast * 


Putting it all together 

Cook 9 pieces of brown rice 
lasagna pasta**. I usually cook 
about 3 minutes less than on pack¬ 
age instructions. Rinse. 

In the bottom of lasagna dish 
(low rectangular approx 12” pyrex 
or ceramic dish) rub olive oil to 
slightly cover bottom of dish. Then 
layer a thin amount of the MTM. 

Place 3 lasagna beside each 
other.

Winterizing your 
cottage saves 
insurance costs 


(NC) Do you feel that? 
There's that recognizable chill 
in the air. Fall's back with its 
shorter days and changing 
leaves. It's time again to shut 
down the cottage for the 
winter. 

You spend so much time 
and money on your family 
cottage, that it only makes 
sense to do all you can to pro¬ 
tect it. By being as thorough 
as possible, you'll not only 
keep out the weather and lit¬ 
tle critters, but according 
Desjardins Insurance, you'll 
also keep your property 
insurance costs down by 
reducing the chance of dam¬ 
age over the winter and any 
resulting claims.

(NC) Unexpected plumbing issues can be 
messy and frustrating. Many plumbing 
problems, such as a dripping pipe or 
clogged toilet, can be fixed within the walls 
of your home. However, when you're dealing 
with a problem like a wet basement thanks 
to a backed up sewer line, you or your 
plumber may have to go outside to fix the 
problem. That's when you need to remem¬ 
ber to put safety first. 

If you need to clear a blockage in the 
sewer line beyond the walls of the building, 
it is very important to contact the service, 
Ontario One Call, before any work starts. 
Otherwise, you could be putting yourself, 
your family, and neighbours at risk. 

Sometimes sewer lines intersect with nat¬ 
ural gas lines, so if the gas line is damaged by 
sewer clearing equipment (such as motor¬ 
ized augers, power snakes, and other root¬ 
cutting equipment), it could result in a gas 


leak. If left unchecked, it is extremely dan¬ 
gerous to let gas build up in the sewer, or 
around nearby homes and buildings. 

"Safety should be a top priority for every 
family," says lames Schofield, the manager 
of damage prevention programs at Enbridge 
Gas Distribution. "We want everyone to take 
the right steps to minimize the risk to them¬ 
selves and others when it comes to public 
safety." 

Always contact Ontario One Call to ask for 
a free 'natural gas sewer safety inspection' 
before clearing a blocked sewer line beyond 
the outside walls of a house or building. This 
is a round-the-clock service by phone at 
1-800-400-2255, or online at www.on 1 call, 
com.

Details of the Open Houses will be published in advance of these 
meetings. At the completion of the Class EA process, an Environmental Study 
Report will be filed for public review.

THE PURPOSE of the Official Plan Amendment (OPA) is to implement the 
South Georgian Bay Lake Simcoe Source Protection Plan, as required under 
the Ontario Clean Water Act, 2006, and to regulate the commercial taking of 
water throughout the Town. The amendments will enable the Town’s Official 
Plan to conform to provincial legislation and provide greater support to existing 
policies in the Official Plan that aim to protect, improve or restore the quality 
and quantity of water in Innisfil. 

THE EFFECT of the OPA policies will prohibit or restrict certain land use 
activities in areas throughout the Town where they would be a significant 
threat to drinking water sources. The policies will also regulate the commercial 
taking of water, which will only be permitted through Council approval of a site- 
specific amendment to the Town’s Zoning By-Law.
